How marvelous a thing it is that 
God, through His blessed Son Jesus 
Christ, will save a poor lost, sinful 
man, cleanse him from all unright- 
eousness, and then fill him with the 
blessed Holy Ghost, and put him into 
a life of constant victory in this pres- 
ent evil world. This is the glorious in- 
herited possession of every true be- 
liever in the Lord Jesus Christ. We 
have seen many, who, when they 
heard of it for the first time, were so 
delighted to learn that such a priv- 
ilege was theirs, coveted it as a most 
desired treasure, and at once set about 
the task of seeking to enter into, and 
possess it. :

And be assured that 
no man ever backslides against his 
will, if it is not his will to backslide 
he will not backslide. It seems easy 
for some to backslide and get away 
from God, thus losing out the joy and 
blessing that once filled their souls, 
and going again into sin and dark- 
ness. It is hard to understand why 
they will do this. Perhaps the best ex- 
planation we can find is in consider- 
ing the exceeding deception of the 
sin that fills the world about us, and 
the subtility of our awful foe, the 
devil, whom we are called upon to 
face, and withstand at every turn. 

“Rasy,” did you say, “to backslide?” 
Yes, it certainly is, and yet none need 
baekslide God has made ample, and 
wonderful provision for all to be saved 
to the uttermost (Heb. 7:25) and to 
be kept to the end. And by watching 
unto prayer, and using the means of 
grace given so freely, every one may 
be saved and kept all the way through 
life and to a triumphant entrance in- 
to glory, if you will. 

Would you know when danger is 
near, and when there is a possibility 
of losing the Spirit out of your life, 
bringing awful condemnation, wreck 
and ruin to your soul? Then God has 
set some danger signals, or signs along 
your path that you may know. They 
are for your safety, they are God’s 
warnings to you. Watch for them. 
Some things in His Word you will 
find to warn you, and by His blessed 
Spirit He will teach you some things, 
and you will get understanding in 
some things through the experience 
you will have along your daily path 
of life. Jesus taught His disciples to 
“watch and pray.” This was to them 
a safeguard, and it will be to you. 

WHEN LOVE GROWS COLD 

When love grows cold, be warned. It 
is a danger signal. Backsliding has 
begun. You should never allow your 
love to grow cold. If your heart is cold 
toward God, and the deep, gentle mov- 
ings of His Spirit are no more felt 
within the heart, it is evident that 
you have left your first love, you are 
on slippery ground. A backslider in 
heart will soon be one outwardly. Tf 
such is your case, no excuse will an- 
swer, but faithfully meet God’s con- 


ditions, humbling your heart with 
faith and love, and all will be well 
again. “Repent, and do the first 


works: or else I will come unto thee 
quickly, and will remove thy candle- 
stick out of his place.” (Rev. 2:5).This 
is the gracious, loving admonition of 
the Savior to the church that had left 
its “first Jove.” 
NEGLECT OF PRAYER 

A spiritual man is known by his 
praying. He “prays without ceasing,” 
and “lives,” “stands” and “walks by 
faith” in Ged. When that keen interest 
in, and relish for quiet meditation, se- 
cret communion and fellowship with 
God is lacking, it is evident that some 
thing is radically wrong, for this 
atmosphere of continued victorious 
prayer is the happy, normal condition 
of the fully redeemed soul, Think of 
the thousands of prayerless men and 
women today, in the ranks of the pro- 
fessed followers of Jesus. Many do not 
seem to know why they are weak and 
lose ground or fail, but here is the 
secret of it—NEGLECT OF PRAYER. 
A warning not to be ignored by those 
who mean to remain in the ranks of 
God’s faithful children. 

LACK OF INTEREST IN THE 

BIBLE 

Lack of interest in, and love for the 

study of God’s Word, is an indication 





of decline. One of the most important 
means of spiritual strength and grace, 
for both minister and layman, is a 
strict and constant conformity to the 
teachings and practices laid down in 
the Word of God. Any deviation from 
God’s Word, as it relates to our doc- 
trines, or to our daily conduct, will re- 
sult in a weakness which will tend to 
spiritual decay. The Psalmist was on 
fire for God when he wrote, “Oh, how 
love I thy law; it is my meditation all 
the day long.” Ps. 119:97. 
IRREGULAR ATTENDANCE OF 
SERVICES 

There are certain outward acknowl- 
edgements of the Christian’s devotion 
to God’s cause and kingdom, which if 
neglected, indicate spiritual declen- 
sion. Attending regularly public wor- 
ship, where God is worshipped in the 
congregation; the giving of our means 
regularly, or tithing, for the support 
of the Gospel; visiting the sick, and 
ministering to the poor in their af- 
flietions; when you begin to lose your 
sense of responsibility in these things, 
so strongly set forth in God’s Word as 
the natural outcome of inward fellow- 
ship and communion with God, then 
know that you are on the down-grade. 
Excuses, many, are offered for failure, 
when, if the truth were known, the 
real reason is that your love has cool- 
ed, prayer has been neglected, God's 
Word slighted. True heart devotion is 
marked outwardly by faithfulness in 
attendance , faithfulness in giving and 
faithfulness in giving to the poor. 

FAILING TO RESPOND 

There are some, who, when they 
first come into the way, are a source 
of great encouragement to the pastor. 
They are like healthy, hungry children 
who eagerly devour the plainest fare. 
The meetings, the preaching, the sing- 
ing, the altar services, yes, and even 
the offering—how they respond, how 
much joy they have in it all! . And, 
then, they are missed, except on spe- 
cial occasions, their giving practially 
subsides, the preaching. is too long or 
dead, or too lively. They no longer en- 
courage the shepherd. He comes away 
from their homes with a weight on his 
heart. They feel and say that a new 
shepherd is needed, and begin to work 
to that end, causing disruption among 
the faithful members of the flock, and 
driving in a wedge through which Sa- 
tan can work effectively, destroying 
the unity of the church. If you are in 
such a case, and your heart is open to 
the truth, then be warned, you are not 
beginning to backslide, but are already 
backslidden, and your only hope of sal- 
vation is repentance and restitution. 
No need to shout, testify, or pray in 
public, until your heart has been brok- 
en up thoroughly, and you have ob- 
tained forgiveness, cleansing and re- 
stitution. 

These are some of the things that 
indicate spiritual decline and failure. 
But beyond outward evidences, there 
is an inward fire that glows and burns 
in the inner life of the true saint of 
God, evidencing to him, beyond any- 
thing else, the favor and peace of God. 
The loss of this inner fire should be a 
cause for great alarm. It is here that 
the fire begins to die, and the glory 
to depart. May God give you grace to 
“watch the munitions, and keep the 
way,” that you may be “found of Him 
in peace, without spot and blameless” 
when He shall come. Amen.

The great word on the lips of the 
coming preacher wi]l be “God.” The 
name which is above every name has 
been too much neglected in these re 
cent years even by the men anointed 
to proclaim it. There have been rea- 
sons for this neglect. The evolution- 
ary philosophy awakened a new and 
thrilling interest in man. Whence he 
came, how he started, what have been 
the process of his climbing, these are 
the questions which have bewitched 
and absorbed us all. The phenomenal 
achievements of the last half century 
have worked toward the same result. 
Never has man been so wonderful as 
now, never has he done such mighty 
deeds. He is a miracle worker who 
Says each evening, “I will do greater 
things tomorrow.” His prowess, cun- 
ning and mastery are astounding and 
to chant his praises has been our de- 
light. 

The miseries of man have also con- 
spired to fix our attention on him. He 
has come from the country to the city 
and he is in trouble. He has become 
the victim of all kinds of economic 
and social forces which have left him 
lying bleeding and half dead by the 
side of the road along which the 
strong have driven furiously to wealth 
and power. To lift the man _ who is 
down and place him on our beast and 
get him into the nearest inn is a prob- 
lem of vast dimensions and has taken 
a deal of our thought and time. We 
have been caught in the complex of 
secondary causes and have had little 
inclination to consider the cause which 
underlies them all. To many minds 
God’s presence has become dim; His 
personality, vague and doubtful. His 
holiness has been by many quite for- 
gotten. In admiring or pitying the 
creature we have gotten our eyes off 
the Creator. 


The prophet of the coming days is 
going to say in the words of one of 
old, “I have yet somewhat to say 
on God’s behalf.” Man’s cause has been 
pleaded eloquently and long and the 
time has arrived for the forthputting 
of the claims of God. Beginning at the 
earth always ends in Babel, beginning 
at the throne of God leads to Pente- 
cost. Three doctrines will be counted 
cardinal. In the forefront will be plac- 
ed the sovereignity of God. If the Puri- 
tan passion has died out of our blood 
it is because the Puritan conception 
of God has faded out of our hearts. 
What we need to see today is a throne 
with God on it. Democracy has made 
havoc with our ideas of authority and 
the result is flabbiness of responsibil- 
ity and a laxness of conduct which, 
unless counteracted, will lead to our 
ruin. 

Along with the doctrine of God’s 
sovereignity will go the doctrine 
couched in fresh phraseology and with 
new light shot thru it by modern sci- 
ence. The doctrine is written large 
across the pages of Scripture and in 
every land and time the saints have 
known that God dwells in the hearts 
of men. In Him we live and move and 
have our being as the apostle long ago 
declared. Centuries before Paul’s day a 
Hebrew poet thrilled by the thought 
of God’s omnipresence wrote the 139th 
Psalm. That God is above all and thru 
all and in all and that of Him and

thru Him and to Him are all things 
is one of the commonplaces of the 
Bible; and whether we use the old 
phrase, “in the indwelling God,” or 
the phrase now most popular, “The 
immanent God,” the thought needs to 
be emphasized and wrought into the 
consciousness of the Christians of our 
day. Nor will the holiness of God be 
forgotten. The decadence of the sense 
of sin has been caused by the blurring 
of the doctrine of God’s holiness. Holy 
Father was the title by which Jesus 
knew God. And it is thus that we 
know Him if it is to be well with our 
souls. Some of us have been ashamed 
to say it right out clear and strong 
that God punishes men for their sins. 
In the coming days we are going to 
believe again that whatsoever a man 
soweth that shall he also reap, that 
without holiness no man can see the 
Lord, and that God is calling upon 
men everywhere to repent. Behold the 
goodness and severity of God. The 
prophets who are to redeem the twen- 
tieth century will let the sentence 
stand without abridgement. “Behold 
your God,” will be the stirring note 
of the coming message and the only 
God that will stir the hearts of the 
people will be the God who is reveal- 
ed in Jesus Christ. Christ is God mani- 
fest in the flesh. He is the express im- 
age of His Father. In seeing Him we 
see the Father and we come to the 
Father only thru Him. We do not see 
Christ as He is unless we see in Him 
the majesty and authority of. a King. 
We have too much followed the idea 
of Goethe and Carylye, that Christian- 
ity is a religion of sorrow and that its 
chief end is that of consolatipn. This 
leads men to call the Gospel a sov- 
ereign legend of pity and to long for 
a wider gospel of justice and progress. 
Christianity 1s more than a legend of 
pity. It is a bugle blast calling men to 
battle. Jesus is more than the Consol- 
er of people in trouble. He is the 
anointed King of men. He announces 
His Kingship again and again in His 
discourses and it is as Lord and Mes- 
siah that Peter presents Him to his 
countrymen on the day of pentecost. 
It is not the picture of the earthly Je- 
sus with His hand upon a leper that 
this age needs most of all to see. We 
need to see the Son as John the apos- 
tle saw Him, with many crowns upon 
His head, the universal Sovereign of 
the kingdoms of life. 

God’s condescension will also be 
seen afresh in Christ. The great words 
spoken in the upper chamber will be 
restudied and upon many hearts they 
will fall with the amancipating charm 
of a fresh revelation. “Ye shall know 
that I am in my Father, and ye in me 
and I in you. If a man love me, he 
will keep my words; and my Father 
will love him, and we will come un- 
to him, and make our abode with us.” 

We do not know Christ as He is un- 
til we have seen Him, not only high 
and lifted up, sitting on a throne, but 
also as the apostle saw Him, standing 
as a suppliant saying, “Behold I stand 
at the door and knock; if any man 
hear my voice and open the door, I 
will come in te him, and will sup with 
him, and he with me.” Christ, though 
merciful, says to the workers of in- 
iquity, “I never knew you.” Though 
gracious, He says to the transgressors 
of God’s will, “Depart from me.” Ten- 
der above all tenderness known to 
mortals, He paints pictures of loss, 
pain and doom so terrible that they 
have burned themselves into the reti- 
nas of men’s eyes and into the gray 
matter of their brains forever, Wher- 
ever His Gospel is preached men can- 
not go to the judgment saying, “I did 
not know the heinousness nor the aw- 
ful penalities of wrong doing.” 

It is not a loftier conception of the 
Church nor a wider diffusion of cul- 
ture and social cheer which is more 
urgently demanded by our times. 
What is needful is a fresh vis- 
ion of God, a new baptism of spiritual 
life, a lifting of the heart to higher 
levels of aspiration and devotion. The 
world groans and travails in pain, 
waiting for the appearance of a new 
race of prophets, men of insight and 
of courage, who, endowed with the 
Holy Ghost, shall say to our genera- 
tion in tones which burn with fervent 
heat, “Let the wicked forsake his way 
and the unrighteous man his thoughts; 
and let him return unto the Lord and 
He will have mercy upon him and to 


our God for He will abundantly par- 
don.”
